Lowell P. Weicker, RConn., 
echoed Percy’s view “ The day is 
over," Weicker said, “ when you can 
just point to the executive branch 
and say they’re too powerful That 
means exactly nothing. 
“ If Congress wants to go ahead 
and achieve respect and power, it's 
going to have to earn it by devising 
legislation 
that 
meets 
our 
needs ...I'd like to have a Congress 
that anticipates crises so they don’t 
occur at all.. I'd like to see Congress 
get off the dime.” 
On Watergate, the congressional 
focus now is on an investigation by 
the House Judiciary Committee of

impeachment of President Nixon.

The South Vietnanese were unable 
to evacuate the islands themselves 
and 
150 
Vietnamese 
and

American were killed or captured 
by the Communists in the two-day 
war Saturday and Sunday when the 
Chinese used MIGs, naval vessels 
and amphibious troops to overrun 
the islands. 
Vietnamese military officers said 
the American was stationed with a 
four-man 
Saigon 
meteorological 
team on Robert Island in the bleak, 
South China Sea archipelago which 
is 200 miles off the South Vietnam 
coat and 200 miles south of China’s 
Hainan Island, but is claimed by 
both. 
The military’ sources said South 
Vietnamese officials in Saigon asked 
U.S. Ambassador Graham A. Martin 
to request ships and helicopters of 
the U.S. 7th Fleet to conduct a 
rescue mission on the three islands 
before they were overrun by the 
Chinese

Service, last July 18— two 
days after their existence 
was revealed 


Nixon battled in court all 
summer 
to 
resist 
a 
subpoena for nine tapes by 
form er 
prosecutor 
Archibald Cox. On Oct. 23, 
after Cox was fired, the 
P re sid e n t 
suddenly 
surrendered all nine tapes 
to Sirica in compliance with 
orders of two federal courts. 


On Oct. 31, the White 
House declared that two of 
the subpoenaed tapes — of 
talks Nixon had with John 
N. Mitchell June 20, 1972, 
and with John W. Dean 
April 15,1973—did not exist.

Some Utah men came to Goleta, California last week 


driving what they profess is a better idea: a car powered by 
hydrogen. 
Of course, they were met by skeptical newsmen. 
Billed in advance as “ a major milestone in man's search 
for a practical petroleum substitute.' a liquid hydrogen 
and frozen hydrogen-powered 1973 Chevrolet Monte Carlo 
was unveiled in a press conference by representatives of 
Billings Elnergy Research Corporation of Provo, Utah and 
Beech Aircraft Corporation 
Reporters came wanting answers. Primarily, they 
wanted to know the dangers of a hydrogen fuel system, the 
availability and cost of hydrogen, how this energy source 
would be extracted from what material 
Frank Lynch, vice president and director of engineering 


for Billings, first outlined the system’s design. He said the 
prototype utilizes a conventional engine with a modified 
carburation system and a twin packaged hydrogen fuel 
supply. 
Operating independently, the frozen hydrogen is stored in 
iron titanium contained in a special tank in the normal gas 
tank area The liquid hydrogen is stored in a thermos-like 
tank in the car's trunk. 
Like the prototype, any car can be converted to burn 
either hydrogen or gasoline, providing “ automobile owners 
a practical alternate source of energy, noted Lynch 
“ Hydrogen is perfectly feasible as a source of power,’’ 
said Lynch 
He admitted that it is now not readily available on the 
open market. In fact, Lynch drove the Monte Carlo to 
California from Utah using its gasoline system in order to 
conserve hydrogen, 
which 
Billings must 
ship from 
California. 
However, he said hydrogen can be easily produced on a 
large scale once it is accepted as a practical fuel. It is 
available in abundance from the earth and sea and costs 
less to produce than gas. 


“ We are now buying liquid hydrogen at an operating cost 


of 2 5 cents per mile, versus a cost of 3.5 cents per mile for 


gasoline at 50 cents per gallon (figured at 14 miles per 
gallon of gas).” 
Lynch explained that Billings and Beech Aircraft 


developed a hydrogen-powered car as an answer to the air 
pollution problem. Now the companies are playing it up as 
an answer to the energy shortage, too. 
Asked about the safety aspects, H.W Sutton of Beech 
Aircraft said that those people with the “ Hindenburg 


syndrome” can relax If a crash were severe enough to 
break the tough fuel containers, the hydrogen would escape 
so slowly that the possibility of fire casualties would be 
remote. 
“ How would you produce hydrogen0’ 


Sutton 
answered 
that 
the 
two 
companies 
don’t 
manufacture hydrogen, but the ideal procedure would be to 
employ solar energy to generate electricity to extract the 
hydrogen from water When burned, it comes out of the 
car’s 
exhaust 
as 
water 
vapor, 
except 
for 
one 
“ infinitesimal” pollutant (nitrogen oxides) 


Hydrogen can also be produced f rom coal 


As a measure of its efficiency. Lynch said that 8l 2 lbs. of 
hydrogen, the size of the prototype tank, can operate the 
car for 200 miles at about 25 cents per pound, the current 
cost of the fuel. 


Sutton proposed that once hydrogen conversion kits are 
perfected they could be sold to fleet operators (truck, bus, 
and taxi companies) that have center hubs for re-fueling 
Car makers could easily install one or both hydrogen 
systems < one benefits the other) on the assembly line. 
“ Everything depends on the acceptance of it by the public 
and the availability of hydrogen,” he said 


The prototype premiered in Goleta because corporation 
president, Roger Billings, was featured in an ongoing 
speaker series on “ The Search for Needed Energy” at 
Santa Barbara City College 
Billings has researched 
hydrogen as a fuel source for nine years.

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Pentagon 
budget to hit 
$92 billion 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The annual fight over defense 
spending seems certain to escalate when the second session 
of the 93rd Congress gets the Pentagon’s proposed budget 
for Fiscal 1975 next Monday. 
The tentative outlay is a record $92 6 billion, at least $4.5 
billion more than the highest previous public estimates and 
about $13 billion above what the administration asked for 
last year 
In straight dollars, it tops the all-time record of $80 
billion spent in 1945 as World War II drew to a close But the 
figures actually are not comparable because 1945 dollars 
were worth more than double 
The $92 6 billion figure has been circulated to key mem­ 
bers of Congress and it is possible that it may be revised 
downward between now and Jan 28. when President Nixon 
sends it to the Hill along with the rest of the 1975 budget. 
If the figure is not cut by the White House, the enormous 
increase over last year seems likely to provide opposition 
from both liberals and conservatives. 
The liberals feel that they have been cheated out of the 
“ peace bonus” for domestic social programs that was 
supposed to result from the end of the Indochina war 
Conservatives say that the cost of the all-volunteer Army 
is so high that there is a shortage of defense funds to buy 
arms, thus leaving total preparedness less than they would 
like. The volunteer Army accounts for much of the 
proposed increase and will help push the personnel portion 
of the budget past last year’s 60 per cent. 
One big problem for congressional budget cutters, 
however, is that 1974 is an election year Any bill to end the 
volunteer force and restore the draft would reach the floors 
of the House and Senate at midsummer and few 
congressmen would be willing to vote for it just three 
months before an election, staff analysts say.

Hottest golfer 
Miller wins again 


TUCSON. Ariz. < UIM ) — If Johnny Miller ever gets tired of golf, he might 


take up fortune telling 
Miller missed by only one stroke his prediction Thursday on what it would 


take to win the $150.000 Dean MartinTucson Open. 
It took Miller a 16-under-par, 272 to capture the $30.000 first place money 
and to become the first player in history to win three consecutive 
tournaments at the start of the year. In fact, Miller has won the last four 
events he played in counting the individual title in the World ( up last year. 


The young Californian held off a strong surge from young Ben Crenshaw, 
who finished three strokes back with a 275,13-under par.

Open ” (The San Diego event starts Thursday). 


The 1973 U.S. Open champ has put together 11 consecutive sub-par rounds 
with an amazing 18 hole average of 68 3. 
His superb putting, more than anything else, accounted for his third 
victory this year.

victim of greed

NEW YORK (U P I) — Money and all, Jim McDaniels doesn t feel so 


good today. He feels empty. 
He feels the same way any professional athlete does when he s 


handed his hat and coat and told not to let the door hit him in his 
backpocket on the way out. 
Nobody keeps smiling when he's among the nation’s unemployed. 


Nobody walks along with a bounce to his step. Jim McDaniels at the 


moment is unemployed. 
That’s only part of his trouble. 
The other part hurts more and has to do with a label the 25-year-old, 


7-foot McDaniels picked up upon being released by the Seattle 
SuperSonics. 
He was called the highest paid flop in the history of American 
sports, and what has to hurt Jim McDaniels most is the knowledge 


that it’s probably true. 
, J 
. 
If you haven’t been following McDaniels’ up-and-down fortunes, 
briefly they go something like this: 
He was an All-America at Western Kentucky and made the ABA s 


All-Star team as a rookie with Carolina during the 1971-72 season. 


Shortly after the All-Star game though, he began getting itchy. 
The Cougars were paying him something like $100,000 a year, but 


McDaniels didn’t think that was enough for someone with his talents. 


His dissatisfaction soon was reflected in his performance 
Tom Meschery was McDaniels’ coach at the time and he tells about 


his disenchantment with his rookie center in the book he wrote, 
“ Caught in the Pivot ” Meschery says because of the money he was 
getting and the way he played, McDaniels became a morale problem. 
Sam Schulman, the SuperSonics owner took care of that problem, 
He made McDaniels an offer he couldn’t refuse. 
He offered him somewhat better than $1.8 over seven years, a 


contract which worked out to $267,000 a season. 
Jim McDaniels didn’t walk, he ran to Seattle. Carolina claimed 
McDaniels broke his contract. So what? He still played for Seattle. 
Not very well though, surprisingly enough. 
He averaged 9 points a game with them for the balance of the 1971-72 
season, then tailed off to 5 points a game last season. 
Bill Russell took over the SuperSonics this season and McDaniels 
simply couldn’t understand his system. Russell tried to make a 
rebounder out of him but finally gave up, and, if you know Russell, 
then you know he doesn’t give up easily. 
Now McDaniels is going around looking for work in the only line he 


knows—basketball. 
, 
It’s hard feeling sorry for someone like that, but I think somewhere 
along the line Jim McDaniels became a victim of greed the same 
misguided way so many accomplished athletes do. 
All the blame for turning out to be the highest paid flop in the history 


of American sports, however, can not be laid at Jim McDaniels door 
alone There is evidence he has been used all along the line-in 
college, with Carolina and with Seattle. 
There was one man who didn’t exploit him and his name was Adolph 


Rupp. 
I remember Rupp speaking to me in Lexington, Ky ., one day in 1967 


about the criticism Kentucky was receiving for not having any black 
players on its squad. 
“ Here, let me show you something,’’ he said, reaching for an 


individual’s high school transcript in the private office he had while 
still coaching Kentucky. 
“ You see this boy,’’ said Rupp, showing me the transcript. “ He’s 


b l a c k , ’’ he’s seven feet tall and he’s one of the outstanding prospects 
in the country. I ’d love to have him.” 
“ Why can’t you?” I asked. 
Look at his grades,” Rupp said, shaking his head sadly. “ We 


maintain a strict academic standard here.”

Election year 


The year 1974 has just gotten under way 
but already the battle lines are being 
drawn 
along

front. 
Assessment of the opportunities for gains 
in Congress and the State capitols are 
either cautiously hopeful or worried, 
depending upon whether the assessor is a 
Democrat or a Republican. 


The local political activity will be even 
more 
hectic 
due 
to 
the 
death 
of 
Congressman Charles M. Teague and the 
special elections which could follow. 


In a survey of the national situation, U.S. 
News and 
World 
Report 
finds, 
not 
unexpectedly, that Watergate and the 
economy will be key factors in the 
election. Although they would seem as of 
now to favor the Democrats, leaders in 


that party hold a cautious view. They 
recognize that the scandals which beset 
the Nixon administration have also cast a 
shadow on all politicians. And if the 
economy should turn for the better, and 
Watergate produced no more damaging 
evidence, it would be a strong boost for 
Republican hopes.

voting for 435 members of the House, 34 
U.S. Senators and 35 Governors. Also, of 
course, for thousands of state legislators 
and local officials. 
According to the magazine, Republicans 
fear their worst setback in Congress and 
state offices since Lyndon Johnson s 
landslide in 1964. Democrats would, of 
course, like to win the two-thirds House 
m ajority 
necessary 
to 
overcome 
presidential 
vetoes. To do that, 
the 
majority party would have to pick up 47 
seats. 
In the Senate a two-thirds majority is 64. 
Of the 34 seats up for election, 20 are now 
held by Democrats, 14 by Republicans. 
The present Senate lineup is 57 Demos, 42 
Republicans and one Independent. 
In governorships, the Republicans seem 
to have an edge. Of the 35 states that will 
be electing chief executives, 23 are now 
controlled 
by 
Democrats, 
12 
by 
Republicans. 
One 
factor 
clouding 


Republican chances will be the absence of 


a number of tested vote getters, including 
California’s 
Reagan, 
New 
York's 
Rockefeller and Colorado’s Love. 
In all, it looks to be a momentous 
political year. As of now it certainly is an 
iffy one.

the uproar and get back to normal, 
normal. 
Surveys 
conducted 
by 
the 
Washington Post and the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch among members of 
Congress about to return from the 
recess showed, before the disclosure 
of the apparently deliberate erasure 
of the contested tape, reluctance to 
confront 
the 
question 
of 
impeachment 
Impeachment was not to be ruled 
out yet the prolonged ordeal was 
such as to daunt most of those 
questioned. This was particularly 
true among Republicans elected in 
marginal districts. 
One of the latest polls dividing 45 
per cent for impeachment 44 per 
cent against reflects this same 
indecision. It implies something like

The Nixon loyalists — whether 
they are 15 or 20 per cent or more — 
tend to fanaticism. They see a plot 
to destroy the President and the 
media gets much of the blame. 
The next stage, and it is not far 
off, is to claim that a communist 
conspiracy is back of this effort. A

Barry 
Goldwater, R-Ariz., who has made a 
180-degree turn from a severe critic 
calling for candor from the White 
House to a stout defender insisting 
impeachment 
can 
never 
come 
about. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford is 
in quite another category. By an 
unhappy 
coincidence, 
he 
was 
making a rousing defense of the 
President only two hours before the 
testimony of the technical experts in 
Judge Sirica’s court. There is no 
reason to believe, however, that he 
would have changed his tune if he 
had known about the revelations of 
erasure on the critical tape of a 
conversation between the President 


and his former chief aide. H. R. 
Haldeman. 


In Ford’s address to the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, there was 
also the intimation of conspiracy.
